Investigate Epidemic 


An epidemic of sore throat that 
has broken out in Arlington Heights 
is no different than has appeared in 
other communities, according to Dr. 
E. A. Piszczek, Cook County Health 
Officer,

with Dr. B. T. Best, Dr. Sehimmel 
and Dr. Meisenheimer, members of 
the local health board. 


Attention of the local physicians 
was called to the epidemic by the 
number of sore throats that was 
being reported by parents. Accord­ 
ing to the physicians this germ of 
the disease may exist in a healthy 
being and only makes itself evident 
when the resistance of the individ­ 
ual may be lowered 
by excessive 
play, swimming, etc. 


Arlington Heights Park Board, as 
a protection measure, last week, 
called into consultation state and 
county health officials with the Ar­ 
lington Heights health board. The 
official report of their findings ap­ 
pears in the adjoining column. 


The doctors are of the 
opinion 
that the swimming pool is not in 
any way responsible for the exist­ 
ence of this epidemic. They recog­ 
nize that every precaution is being 
taken by the park board to protect 
the health of the children using 
the pool.

Is Inspected 


Following a small epidemic of 
sore throats which occurred in Ar­ 
lington Heights and other commun­ 
ities during the past two weeks, the 
village board of health under the 
active chairmanship of Dr. B. T. 
Best, during the 
absence of the 
chairman, Dr. Edward Bauman, and 
composed of Dr. W. A. Sehimmel 
and Dr. H. O. Meisenheimer, re­ 
quested an investigation of the epi­ 
demic to be made by the Cook coun­ 
ty public health unit, a cooperative 
health agency recently set up by 
the Cook County Board of Commis­ 
sioners, Illinois Department of Pub­ 
lic Health and the United States 
Public Health Service. 
Dr. E. A. Piszczek, Cook county 
health officer, and sanitary engin­ 
eer, Leonard Dworsky, made an in­ 
vestigation 
which

swimming pool facilities at the Ar­ 
lington Heights park pool.

Community Packing and Storage 
Means Profits for the Farmer 


Jf I * -* DHt 


The “ Open Door 
in the Background Leads to the Cold Storage Room. 


H 
OW small community packing 
and cold storage for farm prod­ 
ucts can be operated by groups of 
neighboring farmers with profit is 
shown at the Electrified Farm at 
the World’s Fair in New York, 
where a model plant is in operation. 
By this “share-the-cost” plan the 
Investment by the individual farmer 
Is really small compared with the 
resultant profit and convenience. 
In the community building at the 
Electrified Farm, sponsored by the 
privately operated electric light and 
power companies, visitors see the 
actual process of handling and pack­ 
ing truit. The center of attraction 
for farm folk and city folk alike is 
the fruit cleaning and grading sys­ 
tem. 


With precision that seems almost 
human, the fruit grader, for ex­ 
ample, finds and 
drops out all 
•“cider” apples before moving tho 
perfect apples on to the cleaner. 
Tile apples pass under a power- 
driven, 
oscillating 
brush-cleaner, 
while 
simultaneously 
a 
rotary 
.brush whisks them from below. 
The conveyor then rolls each apple 
ever half a dozen times to facilitate 


hand-sorting for bruises or other 
defects. 


After they have been cleaned, the 


apples are moved on to a mechani­ 
cal sorter which, with uncanny ac­ 
curacy, separates them into three 
sizes, according to grade. 
Apples 


packed in this m anner command a 
better m arket—and better prices. 
A new type of potato and onion 


cleaning and packing equipment is 
also shown in operation. Even the 
roost tender of new potatoes can be 
graded on this electrically-driven 
equipment, for soft rubber rollers 
on the conveyor prevent bruises 
and skinning. 
Potatoes are sorted in four sizes, 


the largest being conveyed by a 
rotary or windmill “ bagger” into 
15-pound bags. T hus selected pota­ 
toes are made ready for the con­ 
sum er without rehandling.

“ Many a golfer sprays his wood 
shots merely because he has over­

City Objects To 
Evening Mnrket 


“Information that we have from 
the City Hall,” states Farm Advis­ 
er C. A. Hughes, “indicates that the 
city adm inistration has no inten­ 
tion of opening up Randolph Street 


J for an evening market as a good 
many of our growers would like to 
have them. We have been search­ 
ing for a plan that will, in a meas­ 
ure, substitute for the evening 
m arket and we believe a 2 o’clock 
opening for two months in the year 
during the heavy run will, in a 
measure, make up for the evening 
m arket which has apparently been 
permanently discontinued. 
“In hearings before committees 
in the City Hall the recommenda­ 
tions of the Cook County Farm Bu­ 
reau for a 2 o’clock opening have 
apparently received some consider­ 
ation by the city council. We have 
information that the tentative new 
ordinance 
for 
Randolph 
Street 
Market provides for a 2 o’clock 
opening instead of a 4 o ’clock 
opening from the middle of July 
until the middle of September. This 
has met with the approval of the 
South W ater Street merchants who 
will then have the opportunity of 
coining to Randolph Street and bid­ 
ding for their produce. 
“There has been some feeling 
on the part of farm ers that the 
city is seeking to close the Ran­ 
dolph 
Street 
Market. We have 
linen assured they do not have any 
intentions of closing this m arket, 
otherwise they would not lie going 
to the trouble of drawing up a new 
ordinance governing the market. 
However, the one official did have 
this to say, ‘If the Randolph Street 
M arket is closed it will be because 
we have found it impossible to get 
a small group of growers to co­ 
operate in the orderly conduct of 
this m arket. We have asked farm ­ 
ers to stay off the market until it 
is opened at 4 o'clock. However, it

parking ordinance continue the city 
will decide to close up the m arket.’ 
“There seems to be some misun­ 
derstanding 
about 
what 
truck 
farm ers can or cannot do in the 
city. 
The city has certain rules 
and laws that they make. We may 
or may not agree with these laws. 
Nevertheless, farm ers going on the 
market in Chicago are necessarily 
obliged to he governed by the rules 
amt regulations with reference to 
streets, m arkets, etc. Some seem 
to think that continually fighting 
with officials, the m arket can be 
improved. It is probable this a t­ 
titude has caused a lot of differ­ 
ences and difficulties we are exper­ 
iencing at the present time. 
By 
and large most of the farm ers who 
go to m arket have no difficulty at 
all, but a minority can talk a great 
deal and do a groat dyal of dam ­ 
age.” 


Erosion is costing farm ers in a 
38,400-acre watershed near here 
eight tons of soil an acre annually, 
according to figures recently re­ 
leased by J. H. Burgess, superin­ 
tendent of the Soil Conservation 
Service CCC drainage camp. 
Burgess’ statem ent was based on 
measurements of silt deposits over 
a three-year period in the 425-acre 
Kiser creek silting 
basin, which 
protects ditch and tile drains in the 
Sny Island levee drainage district 
against the clogging effects of ero­ 
sion debris. 
Silt 
depositions 
measured 
1.2 
feet in depth on the average over 
the entire 42.5 acres of the basin, 
the measurements revealed, indi­ 
cating that more than ‘JOO,DOO tons 
of soil had been deposited during 
the three years. 
“All of this soil came from the 
38,400 acres draining into the ba­ 
sin,” Burgess explained, “and the 
basin didn’t stop all of the silt th at 
came down, either. A lot of it went 
on down the Mississippi.” 
He emphasized the need for im­ 
mediate widespread 
adoption of 
such soil saving farm ing practices 
as contour tillage, strip cropping, 
terracing and the establishm ent of 
rotations which place emphasis on 
legume hay crops. 
All of these 
practices are being demonstrated 
by farm ers 
cooperating with the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture and the Soil Conserva­ 
tion Service.

This is the success story of 2,1713 
• I* I homemakers living in 
53 Illinois 
counties who saved themselves a 
“ pretty penny” last year by re­ 
finishing, reupholstering and re­ 
caning their furniture themselves. 
Giving them instruction and help­ 
ing them get started Miss Dorothy 
I wig, home furnishings specialise 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 
It is Miss Iwig’s job to help 
homemakers work cut their home 
furnishings problems so they can 
make their homes more attractive 
and comfortable at small cost. In 
doing this she travels to counties 
in the state where several home­ 
makers would like help on the same 
task whether it is designing and fit­ 
ting slip covers for all kinds of 
chairs and davenports or putting 
cane

into 
down-at-the- 
heels furniture. 
Estim ating that each homemak­ 
er probably saved at lease S3 on 
every piece of furniture she rework­ 
ed, that means at least 87,839 was 
saved by these energetic house­ 
wives.

The Illinois State Health D epart­ 
ment has found many wells at coun­ 
try schools contaminated by sur­ 
face water. 
The departm ent in­ 
spected 1881 country school wells 
or other sources of w ater in 1937 
and found more than 85Vr subject 
to contamination. It is not to be 
wondered at that apparently norm­ 
al and healthy children have occa-

The Health Departm ent explains 
that the term “subject to contamin­ 
ation” means faulty construction 
of well tops or coverings, loose plat­ 
forms, split base pumps, and loose 
well cribbing. Anything which al­ 
lows seepage or entrance of surface 
w ater may produce serious con­ 
tamination. 
The Departm ent of Public Health 
has a valuable circular, “Education­ 
al Health Circular No. 14” which 
shows how to remodel dug wells to 
assure a safe supply of drinking 
water. This circular is free on re­ 
quest to the Illinois Departm ent of 
Public Health, Springfield.
